The  Committee  on  Short-Horns  and  Devons  ask  leave  to  express 
themselves,  as  follows : 

In  all  the  arts  and  sciences  the  means  should  be  adapted  to  the 
end.  If  a  manufacturer  desires  fabric  of  a  superior  quality,  he  pro- 
cures a  staple  which  is  adapted  to  that  end.  If  the  mechanic  deter- 
mines on  a  piece  of  fine  mechanism,  he  procures  the  material  fitted 
for  that  purpose.  If  the  farmer  seeks  a  good  crop,  he  must  obtain 
good  seed.  It  is  to  the  interest  of  every  man  who  is  about  to  build, 
in  the  first  place,  to  lay  a  good  foundation  ;  no  matter  what  he  rears — 
whether  a  house,  a  grain  crop,  or  a  calf. 

Care  in  the  raising  of  stock,  in  this  community,  has  been  too 
long  and  too  much  neglected.  Farmers  have  been  too  eager  for  the 
present  dime,  to  the  neglect  of  the  coming  dollar.  They  have  let 
into  the  slaughter  their  best  and  into  their  pastures  their  poorest 
calves ;  and  too  generally  have  they  been  as  regardless  of  the  bloody 
as  they  have  of  the  quality  of  the  stock  raised.  Although  there 
has  been  an  improved  state  of  feeling  on  this  subject  during  the  last

few  years,  yet  your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  in  general,  farm- 
ers have  not  sufficiently  waked  up  to  the  importance  of  the  matter. 

The  expense  of  raising  a  good  calf  is  but  a  trifle  more  than  that 
of  an  ordinary  one.  The  good  one  will  always  keep  ahead,  and  its 
per  cent,  value  will  often  be  two-fold  that  of  its  inferior  competitor. 
Therefore,  your  Committee  recommend  a  greater  degree  of  care  in 
the  selection  of  stock  to  be  reared  and  used  as  propagators. 

There  were  fourteen  Short-Horns  entered  for  premium,  and  five  for 
the  exhibition  only.  The  general  appearance  of  this  stock  spoke  well 
for  its  owner,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  round  of  another  year  will 
turn  many  more  of  the  same  blood  to  grace  the  exhibition  of  this 
Society. 

Among  those  entered  for  premium,  was  one  Bull  six  years  old, 
and  one  Bull  two  years  old,  and  one  two  years  old  Heifer :  three 
Cows  six  years  old  and  over,  and  two  yearlings,  and  six  under  one 
year  old. 

In  awarding  the  premiums  we  give  E.  M.  Holman,  of  West  Mill- 
bury,  the  first  premium  of  $\0,  for  his  two  years  old  Bull ;  to  W.  H. 
Wheeler,  of  Sutton,  the  second  premium  of  §5,  for  his  six  years  old 
Bull,  "Grass  HilF' ;  to  J.  E.  Waters,  of  Millbury,  the  first  premium 
of  $2 J  for  his  Bull  Calf,  five  months  old. 

To  F.  M.  Wood,  of  Grafton,  the  first  premium  of  $Q,  for  his  Cow, 
**Ada,"  six  years  old  ;  to  A.  0.  Cummins,  of  West  Millbury,  the 
second  premium  of  {(5,  for  his  Cow,  "Jessie,"  eight  years  old. 

The  Committee  regret  the  absence  of  three  years  old  Short-Horns. 

We  award  to  F.  M.  Wood,  of  Grafton,  the  premium  of  g3  for  his  two 
years  old  Heifer,  "Governess,  4th";  to  A.  0.  Cummins  of  West 
Millbury,  for  his  Heifer,  "Young  Sale,"  seventeen  months  old,  the  first 
premium  of  $S  ;  to  F.  M.  Wood,  of  Grafton,  the  second  premium  of 
J)2,  for  his  Heifer,  "Doran,  2nd,"  one  year  old  ;  to  A.  0.  Cummins, 
for  his  Heifer  Calf,  "Highland  Maid,"  six  months  old,  $2. 

The  first  premium  of  $20,  for  a  herd  of  not  less  than  five  Short- 
Horns,  from  their  own  sense  of  justice  to  the  Society,  the  Committee 
do  not  award,  but  the  second  premium  of  glO,  we  award  to  A.  0. 
Cummins,  of  West  Millbury,  for  his  herd,  consisting  of  one  cow  ten 
years  old,  one  cow  eight  years  old,  one  yearling  seventeen  months 
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old,  one  calf  nine  months  old,  one  calf  six  months  old,  one  calf  seven 
weeks,  and  one  five  weeks  old, — making  a  herd  of  seven. 

William  Cushman  of  New  Braintree,  entered  a  herd  of  five  Short- 
Ilorns  for  exhibition  only,  but  he  failing  to  exhibit,  the  Committee 
are  filled  with  regrets  in  behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  Devon  stock  submitted  for  inspection  by  your  Committee,  con- 
sisted of  five  in  number  only,  which  came  within  the  rules  of  the 
Society.     For  this  stock  the  premiums  were  awarded  as  follows : 

To  Wm.  Eames,  of  Worcester,  for  his  Bull  Calf,  "Young  Bloom- 
field,"  four  and  a  half  months  old,  $2. 

To  Nathan  Washburn,  of  Worcester,  for  his  Cow,  "Beauty,"  twelve 
years  old,  the  first  premium  of  $Q.  G.  P.  Young,  of  Worcester,  ex- 
hibited a  well  developed  Cow,  seven  years  old,  which  attracted  the  at- 
tention of  the  Committee,  and  to  which  we  should  have  given  the  sec- 
cond  premium,  but  for  a  defect  in  her  bag.  Under  the  circumstances 
the  Committee  withhold  the  second  premium. 

We  award  to  Nathan  Washburn,  of  Worcester,  the  premium  of  $2y 
for  his  Heifer  Calf,  "Beauty,  2nd." 

Your  Committee  regret  that  it  is  not  in  their  power  to  more  fully 
reward  Harvey  Dodge,  Esq.,  of  Sutton,  for  his  unremitted  exertion 
to  add  to  the  beauty  and  interest  of  the  exhibition.  But  few  men 
have  manifested  a  deeper  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Society  than 
has  Mr.  Dodge.  At  this  exhibition  he  presented  six  of  his  flock  of  Dev- 
ons — a  herd  which  shows  skill  in  its  selection,  and  care  in  its  rear- 
ing— a  stock  of  Dcvons  which,  perhaps,  cannot  be  surpassed  in  beauty 
and  docility  within  the  limits  of  the  county.  Mr.  Dodge  not  follow- 
ing up  his  entry  by  giving  the  pedigree  of  his  stock,  agreeably  to  the 
rules  of  the  Society,  is  excluded  from  the  award  of  a  premium,  but 
we  recommend  a  gratuity  to  him  of  $Q.

The  Committee  on  Grade  and  Native  Bulls  have  attended  to  the 
duty  assigned  them  and  make  the  following  report  : 

The  Committee  ultimately  consisted  of  but  four  of  the  original 
members,  and  we  would  say  that  the  failure  of  part  of  the  Committee 
to  be  present,  and  the  want  of  punctuality  of  others,  very  much  re- 
tarded the  work  assigned  to  us.  We  were  also  embarrassed  by  rea- 
son of  animals  of  this  class  being  scattered  so  widely  among  other 
classes  of  stock,  and  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  having  the  ani- 
mals belonging  to  each  class,  as  far  as  practicable,  arranged  together. 

There  were  twenty  entries  of  this  class  for  the  examination  of 
your  committee,  nearly  all  of  them  of  high  grade  of  the  several 
breeds  here  represented.  Two  of  these  we  were  unable  to  find,  viz  : 
the  Calf  of  Mr.  Otis  S.  Streeter,  of  Shrewsbury,  and  the  Yearling  of 
Mr.  T.  P.  Curtis,  of  Worcester. 

Of  Bulls  of  one  year  old  and  over,  there  were  ten  entries,  and 
of  those  from  three  to  twelve  months,  the  same  number,  and  among 
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SO  many  animals  possessing  so  many  points  of  excellence,  and  hav- 
ing at  our  disposal  only  four  premiums,  your  committee  were  not 
without  difficulty  in  deciding  where  these  should  be  bestowed. 

Upon  Bulls  of  one  year  old  and  over  we  have  awarded  the  first 
premium  of  glO  to  Horatio  Moore,  of  Rutland,  for  his  three  years 
and  eleven  months  old  Bull,  seven-eighths  Durham  one-eighth  Hold- 
erness,  and  the  second  premium  of  $5  to  Harvey  Dodge,  of  Sutton, 
for  his  two  years  old  Devon  Bull. 

On  Bull  Calves  of  from  three  to  twelve  months  old  we  have  award- 
ed the  first  premium  of  $2  to  Aaron  Goodale,  of  VVest  Boylston,  and 
the  second  premium  of  J»l  to  Nathan  B.  Harlow,  of  Shrewsbury. 

The  committee  also  noticed  the  Bull  of  E.  G.  Sheldon,  of  West 
Boylston,  and  the  Calves  of  Wm.  Eames  and  C.  B.  Metcalf,  of  Wor- 
cester, as  deserving  particular  commendation.

The  Committee  on  Milch  Cows  and  Heifers  respectfully  report 
that  twenty-two  Cows  were  entered  for  premium,  and  four  for  exhi- 
bition. 

A  premium  of  )J10  "for  the  best  two  Cows  raised  by  the  exhibitor, 
and  kept  with  a  stock  of  not  less  than  four,"  was  awarded  to  Mr  Wm. 
Eames,  of  Worcester,  for  his  two  Cows  of  Grade  Devon,  seven  and 
nine  years  old,  which  animals  gave  257  lbs.  and  276  lbs.  of  milk, 
respectively,  during  the  first  week  in  June  last  past,  and  188  lbs. 
and  204  lbs.  of  milk  during  the  first  week  of  September.  Mr. 
Eames  also  entered  for  exhibition  a  very  fine  Devon  and  Durham 
Cow  twenty  years  old. 

A  premium  of  ]86,  "for  the  best  single  Cow  raised  by  the  exhibitor, 
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and  kept  with  a  stock  of  not  less  than  four,"  was  awarded  to  Mr.  J. 
P.  Reed,  of  Princeton,  for  his  Grade  Holderness,  seven  years  old, 
which  gave  808  lbs.  of  milk  during  the  first  seven  days  of  June, 
and  224  lbs.  of  milk  during  the  first  seven  days  of  September, 

A  first  premium  of  $Qy  "for  the  best  two  Cows  kept  together  or 
with  others,"  was  awarded  to  Nathan  U.  Reed,  of  Princeton,  for  his 
mixed  Cow  seven  years  old,  and  for  his  mixed  Cow  ten  years  old, 
which  animals  gave  251:  1-2  lbs.  and  314  1-2  lbs.  of  milk,  respect- 
ively, during  the  first  seven  days  of  June,  and  185  1-2  lbs.  and  208  3-4 
lbs.  of  milk  during  the  first  seven  days  of  September. 

A  first  premium  of  $o  for  the  best  Cow  kept  alone  or  with  others, 
was  awarded  to  Mr.  Wm.  A.  Childs  of  New  Braintree,  for  his  Grade 
Durham  Cow  seven  years  old,  which  produced  1 1 6  lbs.  of  milk  the 
first  seven  days  in  June,  and  336  lbs.  of  milk  during  the  first  seven 
days  of  September ;  a  second  premium  of  $S  "for  the  next  best  Cow 
kept  alone  or  with  others,"  was  awarded  to  Mr.  A.  0.  Cummins  of 
West  Millbury,  for  his  Short-Horn  Cow  ten  years  old,  which  gave 
336  lbs.  of  milk  during  the  first  seven  days  of  June,  and  255  3-4 
lbs.  of  milk  during  the  first  seven  days  of  September. 

Your  Committee  recommend  a  gratuity  of  J(t  to  Mr.  Samuel  Ells- 
worth, of  Barre,  for  his  seven-eighth  Durham  Cow  four  years  old. 

Honorable  mention  is  made  of  Mr.  C.  A.  Keyes^  Grade  Durham

The  Committee  on  Steers  one  and  two  years  old,  and  Steer  Calves, 
report  the  number  of  entries  to  be  twenty-four.  The  show  of  cattle 
of  this  class  was  superior  to  that  of  last  year.

Your  Committee,  in  presenting  their  report  on  Sheep,  respectfully 
desire  to  call  the  attention  not  only  of  the  farmers  but  of  the  public 
generally  to  the  vast  importance  of  sheep  husbandry,  and  the  rela- 
tion which  it  bears,  at  the  present  time,  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
country  and  its  immediate  wants,  to  supply  which  is  the  duty  of  the 
farmer.  To  sustain  him  in  that  duty,  and  protect  him  from  the  pest 
and  nuisance  of  useless  dogs,  and  aiford  him  every  other  needed  pro- 
tection, is  the  duty  of  every  citizen. 

The  country  has  just  passed  through  a  severe  ordeal,  and  its  trials, 
like  all  other  adverse  circumstances,  have  developed  resources  which 
were  either  unknown,  unnoticed,  or  but  partially  appreciated  before  the 
rebellion.  One  of  these  sources  of  vast  wealth  has  been  greatly  stim- 
ulated during  the  four  years  of  rebellion,  namely,  the  manufacture  of 
woolens,  while  the  manufacture  of  worsted  goods,  which  amounted  to 
but  a  very  little  before  the  war,  is  now  bidding  fair  to  assume  no  in- 
significant importance,  and  the  manufacture  of  Mousseline  de  Laines, 
which  before  the  war  had  been  so  far  perfected  as  to  give  the  Ameri- 
can fabric  a  world-wide  reputation,  has  been  nearly  doubled  since  the 
war  commenced. 
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And  sheep  husbandry  has  been  felt  to  be  a  power  in  the  land  equal 
at  least  to  the  first  of  agricultural  productions.  Although  the  num- 
ber of  sheep  has  vastly  increased  since  the  war  commenced,  and  the 
production  of  wool  is  much  more  than  it  was  in  1860,  yet  that  in- 
creased supply  has  not  been  near  equal  to  the  increased  demand.  It 
is  now  estimated,  from  reliable  data,  that  the  consumption  of  wool  in 
1864  was  nearly  double  that  of  1859.  While  the  whole  of  the  pro- 
duction of  the  country  amounted  to  100,000,000  lbs.,  the  consump- 
tion was  160,000,000  lbs.,  leaving  60,000,000  lbs.  to  be  supplied  by 
the  foreign  farmer,  for  which  we  have  had  to  pay  gold. 

We  have  a  number  of  enterprising  manufacturers  who  have  com- 
menced the  manufacture  of  worsted  dress  goods,  worsted  braids,  and 
other  trimmings.  The  production  of  these  goods  requires  a  kind  of 
wool  which  has  been  sparingly  produced  in  this  country,  and  for  a  sup- 
ply our  manufacturers  have  been  indebted  to  the  Canadian  farmers, 
and  have  paid  them  the  past  season  from  40  to  50  cts.  per  lb.,  gold, 
or  from  65  to  70  cts.,  currency.  We  cannot  give  a  better  idea  of  the 
importance  of  this  class  of  goods  and  the  necessity  of  producing  the 
class  of  wool  required  for  their  production,  than  by  quoting  a  para- 
graph from  the  Mark  Lane  Express,  on  the  changes  in  the  value  of 
different  wools. 

"An  extraordinary  change,  in  fact,  has  taken  place  in  the  trade,  by 
virtue  of  which  the  long  and  the  fine  short  wools  have  changed 
places,  the  former  having  advanced  and  the  latter  receded  in  price, 
especially  lambs'  wool  of  native  growth.  This  description  has  fallen 
to  about  14  pence  or  28  cents  per  lb.,  while  Leicestershire  teggs  or 
hoggets  wool  from  the  same  sheep  will  fetch  or  has  fetched  2s.  6d.,  or 
60  cents  per  lb.,  the  fleece  weighing  14  lbs.  The  causes  for  so  strange 
an  alteration  in  the  wool  trade  are  various,  but  may  be  traced  to 
the  introduction  of  the  Alpacca  or  Lama  wool,  from  Peru.  The  length 
and  fineness  of  this  material  enabled  the  manufacturer  to  make  a 
kind  of  fabric  entirely  new  to  the  British  market,  namely,  those  light 
gossamer  stuffs,  known  as  Alpaccas,  so  much  prized  and  worn  by  our 
fair  country  women.  The  success  of  this  material  set  the  manufac- 
turers to  work  to  attempt  imitations  of  it  from  the  long  wools  of 
British  growth.  In  this  they  succeeded,  especially  since  the  inven- 
tion of  combing  wool  by  machinery,  about  14  years  ago.  By  the 
use  of  this  machine  wool  can  be  combed  2   1-2  inches  long,  but  it  is 
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the  long  Lincolnsliire,  Leicester,  Yorkshire,  Romney  Marsh,  and  Cots- 
wolds  wool,  that  has  so  much  increased  in  value  since  the  introduction 
of  Alpacca  wool.  The  facility  for  perfecting  these  wools  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  imitations  of  Alpacca  fabrics  is  one  of  the  causes  of 
the  advance,  for  the  enormous  demand  for  such  fabrics  for  foreign 
countries,  with  the  supply  limited  to  the  growth  of  the  United  King- 
dom, has  rendered  this  far  more  scarce  than  the  short  wool." 

The  raising  of  this  kind  of  wool  involves  two  other  very  import- 
ant points,  the  production  of  mutton  and  lambs,  which  at  the  pres- 
ent time  of  scarcity  of  live  stock,  are  of  vital  importance  to*  the  whole 
community,  and  it  is  the  combination  of  these  three  points,  wool, 
mutton,  and  lambs,  which  has  rendered  sheep  husbandry  so  extremely 
profitable  to  the  English  farmer  and  has  given  him  the  exclusive  privi- 
lege of  furnishing  this  class  of  wool  for  the  world,  and  the  English 
manufacturer  the  exclusive  privilege  of  pro-iucing  imitation  Alpacca 
dresses  for  the  ladies  of  the  world.  That  it  can  be  made  equally  as 
remunerative  in  this  country  we  have  no  doubt,  as  the  testimony 
of  those  farmers  who  have  made  the  trial  abundantly  proves. 

A  member  of  your  Committee,  who  keeps  this  class  of  sheep,  says 
that  he  has  received  the  present  year,  for  his  lambs  when  between 
three  and  four  months  old,  g6  each,  and  the  fleeces  from  his  ewes 
averaged  him  ^3  each, 

Mr.  G.  Calvin  Rice  furnishes  your  Committee  with  the  following 
account  of  the  produce  from  his  flock  of  Cotswold  and  Leicesters  ' 
Of  seven  lambs,  dropped  between  the  22nd  of  January  and  the  8th 
of  February,  1865,  he  sold  to  the  butcher,  on  the  15th  of  May,  four 
for  j84:2  75  ;  three  he  sold  for  stock  for  $22  00  ;  five  which  were 
dropped  later  he  sold  about  the  middle  of  July,  for  $24  24 — these 
were  the  produce  of  nine  ewes  ;  he  sold  70  1-2  lbs.  of  wool  from 
twelve  sheep,  at  40  cents  per  lb.,  unwashed,  $28  20  ;  total  $118  19. 
A  pair  of  lambs  from  one  ewe  sold  for  $17  72,  the  wool  sold  for 
$2  30,  making  a  total  of  $20  from  one  ewe. 

The  breeds  of  sheep  which*  your  Committee  would  recommend  for 
the  farmers  of  W  orcester  county  to  keep,  and  which  to  them  would 
be  the  most  remunerative,  and  are  best  adapted  to  meet  the  wants  of 
the  country  at  the  present  time,  are  the  Leicesters  or  Cotswolds  and 
their  crosses,  the  Teeswater  or  the  Lincolnshires,  the  Leicester  and 
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South  Down  crosses.  The  brighter  the  wool  the  more  valuable  it  is, 
being  so  much  the  better  adapted  to  produce  imitation  Alpaccas  and 
Mohair  braids. 

There  are  consumed  in  England  in  the  manufacture  of  Alpacca  dress- 
es about  two  million  pounds  of  wool  obtained  from  that  animal,  while 
in  the  city  of  New  York  alone  there  are  more  goods  sold  under  that 
name  than  the  whole  amount  could  produce.  Not  one  yard  in  a 
hundred  sold  by  that  name  is  made  from  the  wool  of  the  animal 
whose  name  they  bear,  but  are  made  from  the  wool  of  the  breeds  of 
sheep  which  we  recommend  to  the  farmers  of  this  society. 

Before  the  war  we  were  large  importers  of  Mohair  braids ;  now  the 
energy  of  our  manufacturers  bids  fair  to  drive  the  imported  article 
entirely  from  the  market.  It  must  be  remembered  that  these  are 
made  from  coarse  wool,  and  in  order  to  obtain  a  supply  we  have  to 
carry  gold  to  Canada  to  fill  the  purses  of  the  Canadian  farmers,  when 
a  large  portion  of  it  ought  to  find  its  way  into  the  pockets  of  the 
farmers  of  Worcester  County.  And  unless  the  efibrts  of  our  manu- 
facturers are  sustained  by  the  active  co-operation  of  the  farmers,  we 
fear  they  will  have  to  abandon  the  enterprise,  and  leave  the  field  once 
more  open  to  the  united  energies  of  the  British  manufacturer  and 
farmer. 

It  will  be  in  vain  that  we  plead  as  an  excuse  that  soil  and  climate 
are  not  favorable  for  the  production  of  such  sheep.  What  advantage 
has  Canada  in  either  soil  or  climate  over  this  county  ?  We  know 
of  none,  and  yet  Canada  succeeds.  The  British  farmer  upon  high- 
priced  lands  succeeds  because  he  has  a  market  for  mutton  and  lambs, 
and  he  makes  every  effort  to  supply  that  market  And  in  his  efibrt 
to  supply  it  with  good  mutton  he  furnishes  the  best  of  wool.  This 
is  produced  from  the  hoggets  and  wethers,  when  well  fed.  The  ob- 
ject of  the  English  farmer  is  to  get  these  ready  for  the  butcher  at  as 
early  an  age  as  possible,  and  as  the  best  of  food  produces  this  result,  so 
also  the  best  feed  produces  the  most  and  best  of  wool 

The  farmers  of  Worcester  County  and  almost  every  other  location 
in  Massachusetts  have  as  good  a  market  for  mutton  as  the  English 
farmer  has,  and  can  raise  as  good  wool  as  they  choose.  It  is  not  the 
pastures  which  are  deficient,  as  some  maintain,  which  causes  the 
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farmer  to  fail  in  the  treatment  of  this  class  of  sheep,  but  it  is  the 
want  of  proper  care  and  feed  in  winter.  Whenever  a  sheep  is  al- 
lowed to  lose  condition  there  is  a  serious  defect  in  the  wool ;  hence 
the  reason  why  sheep,  when  once  fat,  should  never  be  allowed  to 
grow  poor,  but  whether  ewes  or  wethers  when  once  fat  should  be 
sold  to  the  butcher. 

The  increase  in  the  production  of  Mousseline  de  Laines  causes  an  in- 
creased demand  for  another  kind  of  wool,  which,  in  some  sections 
of  Worcester  County  is  produced  very  successfully,  and  not  surpassed 
even  in  Great  Britain.  The  South  Down  and  Merino  cross  produces 
an  excellent  wool  for  this  purpose,  and  we  have  seen  good  wool  pro- 
duced from  a  cross  with  the  Merino  and  Leicester,  and  Merino  and 
Cots  wold,  and  from  these  crosses  we  have  seen  excellent  mutton  and 
very  good  lambs  produced,  and  we  know  of  a  great  many  instances 
where  they  have  been  exceedingly  profitable  to  the  farmer. 

The  increase  in  our  woolen  manufactories  require  an  increased  pro- 
duction of  the  pure  bred  Merino,  and  when  there  is  no  market  for 
mutton  it  is  the  most  profitable  sheep  raised;  it  is  the  wool-produc- 
ing sheep,  and  our  vast  prairies  should  be  pastured  by  the  sheep  in 
place  of  the  deer  and  bufialo. 

Though  there  are  but  few  specimens  of  pure  breeds  exhibited,  yet 
the  different  kinds  of  wool  which  our  exegencies  require  have  been 
well  represented  in  the  different  animals  which  have  competed  for  the 
prizes.  Mr.  F.  M.  Woods,  of  Grafton,  exhibited  some  pure  bred 
Merinos.  His  were  the  only  specimens  upon  the  ground,  and  al- 
though we  would  give  the  preference  to  the  Merino  in  all  those  lo- 
calities where  there  is  a  market  for  wool  only,  yet  it  is  our  opinion 
that  where  there  is  such  a  good  market  for  mutton  and  lambs,  and 
such  an  increasing  demand  for  long  wool,  the  mutton  breeds  are  the 
kinds  which  ought  to  be  kept  in  Worcester  County.  The  Merino 
matures  slowly  and  produces  small  lambs,  and  converts  a  large 
amount  of  its  food  into  grease  and  black  gum,  while  the  mutton 
breeds  convert  the  same  food  into  mutton.  The  unwashed  Merino 
fleece  will  shrink  in  cleansing  and  preparing  for  the  cards  from  65 
to  80  per  cent.,  the  Cots  wold  from  18  to  30  per  cent.,  and  though  we 
do  not  claim  that  the  mutton  breeds  will  produce  a  greater  weight  of 
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wool  in  proportion  to  weight  of  carcass,  we  do  claim  that  the  mutton 
breeds  will  produce  a  greater  weight  of  mutton  and  wool  in  propor- 
tion to  the  quantity  of  food  consumed  than  the  Merino. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  briefly  noticing  a  beautifully 
formed  ewe  of  the  Leicester  breed,  exhibited  by  Samuel  Ellsworth, 
Esq.,  of  Barre.  With  a  Leicester  or  Cotswold  ram  she  would  pro- 
duce lambs  which  would  grow  that  kind  of  wool  which  is  so  much 
needed  at  the  present  time,  and  we  hope  that  Mr.  Ellsworth  will 
preserve  all  his  lambs  for  stock,  and  that  his  neighbors  may  be  induced 
to  obtain  similar  ewes,  for  from  such  stock  we  could  have  mutton 
equal  to  the  best  produced  in  the  British  Isles,  and  wool  which  would 
produce  Alpacca  imitations  equal  to  any  we  import  from  Great 
Britain. 

Your  Committee  award  the  following  premiums :

Your  Committee  appointed  to  award  the  premiums  offered  for 
ploughing,  respectfully  report. 

The  whole  number  of  entries  finally  made,  where  the  owners  con- 
tested for  the  prizes,  were  twelve.  Seven  teams  with  one  yoke  of 
oxen,  four  with  two  yokes  of  oxen,  and  three  teams  with  one  pair  of 
horses. 

The  ground  near  the  Hall  of  the  society,  selected  for  the  trial  of  the 
skill  of  the  contestants,  presented  some  difficulties  to  the  ploughmen. 
The  soil,  somewhat  stony  and  stiff,  was  made  very  compact  by  the 
extreme  dryness  of  the  season.  The  work  was,  in  the  main,  very 
well  done,  and  in  compliance  with  the  rules  prescribed.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  a  larger  number  of  contestants  were  not  found  to  enter 
the  lists  in  this  very  important  department  of  farm  labor.  If  well 
done  it  saves  very  much  the  subsequent  work  of  the  farmer  through 
the  year,  and  adds  fertility  to  the  soil.

MOWING  MACHINES.

The  Committee  on  Mowing  Machines,  having  attended  to  the  duty 
assigned  them,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  brief  report : 

The  Committee,  on  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
'  found  that  there  were  eight  Mowing  Machines  on  exhibition,  which 
were  presented  by  four  different  manufacturers.  From  the  short 
time  allowed  them,  the  Committee  did  not  deem  it  to  be  their  duty 
to  attempt  any  discrimination  as  to  the  comparative  merits  of  the 
several  machines,  beyond  what  might  be  learned  from  their  practical 
working  in  the  field.  It  was  very  natural  that  the  proprietor  or 
agent  should  regard  his  own  machine  with  much  favor  and  partiality, 
and  claim  for  it  many  points  of  excellence  not  embraced  in  the  ma- 
chines of  their  competitors  ;  yet  it  was  possible  that  all  the  machines 
might  be  capable  of  doing  very  good  work.  With  a  view  of  testing 
their  working  qualities  six  of  the  machines  were  taken  to  the  com- 
mon for  trial. 

The  machines  were  entered  as  follows : 

No.  16.     One   1 -horse  mower,  by  Kniffin  Mowing  Machine  Co.,  of 
Worcester.     This  machine  carried  a  cut  of  four  feet  wide. 
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No.  20.  One  2  horse  machine,  by  J.  E.  Taylor,  of  Sutton.  This  ma- 
chine, called  the  Otiio  Mowing  Machine,  had  a  cut  of  four  feet  two  inches. 

Nos.  24  and  25.  One  2-horse  machine,  with  four  feet  six  inches  cut, 
and  one  1 -horse  machine,  with  three  feet  six  inches  cut,  by  Alzirus  Brown, 
of  Worcester. 

No.  28.  One  machine  of  1  and  2-horse  combined,  by  Ames  Plow 
Company,  of  Worcester,  worked  with  one  horse. 

No.  90.  One  2-horse  Buckeye  machine,  by  A.  B.  Barnard,  agent  of 
the  Buckeye  Mowing  Machine  Co.,  of  West  Fitchburg. 

The  exhibition  of  the  machines  in  the  field  was  not  known  or  con- 
templated by  the  committee  or  competitors  until  the  hour  of  meeting, 
when  teams  were  improvised  at  short  notice  and  the  work  commenced. 
First  the  teams  passed  around  a  square  of  about  four  acres,  doing 
the  work  leisurely,  then  the  lot  was  divided  into  six  equal  parts,  each 
one  of  which  was  mowed  by  a  single  machine.  Although  the  land 
and  grass  was  quite  unfavorable  for  the  successful  working  of  the 
machines,  yet,  alter  an  hour's  trial,  the  Committee  were  satisfied  that 
good  machines  and  skillful  drivers  were  capable  of  doing  good  work, 
even  on  rough  land  with  lodged  grass. 

The  Committee,  after  mature  deliberation,  have  awarded  the  first 
premium  of  ^15,  to  Alzirus  Brown,  for  his  2-horse  Union  Mower  ; 
the  second  premium  of  ^10,  to  A.  B  Barnard,  for  his  2-horse  Buck- 
eye Machine ;  and  the  third  premium  of  ^5,  to  the  Knifl&n  Mowing 
Machine  Co.,  for  their  1-horse  machine. 

The  Committee,  being  favorably  impressed  with  the  working  of  the 
Ohio  Machine,  recommend  a  gratuity  of  jJlO  to  J.  E.  Taylor,  for  the 
2-horse  machine  exhibited  by  him,  if  compatible  with  the  rules  of 
the  society.

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The  undersigned  herewith  submits  the  annual  Report  of  the  Trustees. 
He  believes  he  expresses  the  opinions  and  feelings  of  his  associates, 
though  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  he  ha^  not  had  any  special  con- 
ference with  them,  and  responsibility,  therefore,  for  its  contents,  must  be 
shared  by  him  alone. 

The  subject  which  naturally  first  claims  notice  is  the  annual  exhibition 
of  the  Society.  It  seemed  to  be  the  general  opinion  at  the  time,  that  the 
display  of  1865  need  fear  no  cqmparison  with  any  former  year.  In  sev- 
eral respects  it  claimed  special  notice.  The  large  attendance  of  the  pub- 
lic on  both  exhibition  days,  the  presence  of  an  unusual  number  of  new 
members,  the  extraordinary  large  entry  of  stock,  the  high  quality  of  the 
animals  exhibited,  the  liberal  contribution  from  the  various  mechanic  arts 
of  the  county,  with  the  varied  and  rich  grains,  dairy  and  vegetable  products 
of  our  farms  and  gardens,  all  conspired  to  impart  great  interest  to  an  oc- 
casion marked  by  signal  success  and  general  satisfaction. 

The  whole  proved,  indisputably,  that  there  is  no  abatement  in  the  public 
interest  in  the  agricultural  prosperity  in  our  county.  Such  tokens  of  an 
enduring  and  renewed  zeal  for  this  great  department  of  labor  were  pe- 
culiarly gratifying,  considered  with  reference  to  this  year.  The  closing 
up  of  our  great  civil  war,  the  disbanding  among  us  of  the  largest  armies 
the  world  has  ever  seen,  the  disturbance  of  the  ordinary  channels  of  in- 
dustry, the  opening  of  so  many  new  avenues  of  speculation  and  adven- 
ture, and  the  consequent  general  unsettling  of  many  minds ;  these  mem- 
orable and  powerful  events  have  not  in  the  least  turned  the  hearts  of  our 
people  from  the  cherished  pursuits  of  cultivating,  in  the  best  possible 
manner,  our  rugged  soil.  With  the  return  of  peace  our  people  return 
with  a  new  zest  to  this  oldest  and  best  calling  of  man.  This  fact  holds 
out  the  best  promise  that  in  the  vast  improvements  and  progress  which 
the  coming  era  of  peace  will  probably  witness,  our  agriculture  will  not  fall 
behind. 
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The  interest  that  was  felt  this  year  in  visiting  the  hall^  suggests  the 
question,  whether  greater  pains  might  not  well  be  taken  to  give  special 
attention  to  this  department  of  the  exhibition.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
but  that  it  is  in  our  power  to  provide  an  annual  display  which  shall  invite 
many  thousands  of  visitors,  and  prove  pecuniarily  profitable  to  the  So- 
ciety. 

An  allusion  has  been  made  to  the  large  number  of  new  members  of 
the  Society.  This  gratifying  fact  deserves  a  more  special  mention.  In ' 
early  summer  a  circular  was  sent  to  the  members,  inviting  some  efi"ort  to 
enlarge  our  membership.  It  met  with  a  cheerful  and  generous  respose. 
In  many  instances  old  members  made  persons  in  their  employment,  and 
others,  members  of  this  Society.  The  kind  and  timely  step  deserves  to 
be  taken  by  others.  Many  a  young  beginner  in  the  art  of  husbandry 
will  feel  encouraged  by  such  a  compliment.  Our  Society  owes  its  thanks 
for  the  aid  it  has  thus  received,  by  which  it  has,  the  present  year,  liqui- 
dated a  considerable  portion  of  its  debt. 

It  must  be  known  to  all  that  the  increasing  interest  in  the  trial  of  the 
speed  of  horses  has  awakened  some  fears  lest  this  point  should  receive 
more  than  its  due  attention,  and  should  supplant  the  interest  due  to  the 
exhibition  of  cattle. 

While  it  is  undoubtedly  well  that  we  all  should  be  aware  of  the  danger 
referred  to,  it  may  at  the  same  time  be  suggested  that  it  would  be  unwise 
to  let  our  prejudices,  justly  excited  by  old  scenes  of  horse-racing,  with 
their  temptations  to  gambling  and  dissipation,  make  us  blind  to  the  broad- 
er, higher  and  more  refined  interest  beginning  to  be  felt  everywhere  in 
the  noblest  animal  in  our  service.  An  admiration  for  that  animal  runs  in 
the  very  blood  of  the  race  from  which  we  are  descended.  We  do  not 
begin  to  feel  the  interest  in  its  training  and  powers  which  is  shared  alike 
by  prince  and  peasant  in  England.  Meanwhile  it  cannot  be  doubted  thdt 
we  should  devise  methods  to  forestall  a  too  absorbing  interest  in  this  sub- 
ject, and  to  keep  it  by  appropriate  and  careful  regulations  within  its  proper 
bounds  ;  and  every  member  of  the  Society  may  be  of  service  here  by 
using  his  influence  to  give  increased  attention  to  the  exhibition  of  the 
other  departments  of  stock. 

It  is  suggested  that  we  should  encourage  other  points  than  mere  speed, 
in  the  training  of  the  horse.  Liberal  premiums  might  secure  for  that 
animal  kind  care  and  treatment ;  perhaps  even  a  prolonged  life.  For  ex- 
ample, a  premium  might  be  ofi"ered  for  the  best  horse  over  twelve  years 
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of  age,  that  will  pass  round  the  Society's  track,  one  mile,  in  not  less  than 
six  minutes  time ;  regard  being  had  to  style  of  action  and  ease  of  move- 
ment, preference  being  given  to  the  oldest  horse,  other  things  being 
equal. 

The  walking  qualities  of  horses  is  also  a  point  which  should  receive  a 
greater  attention.  It  is  believed  that  competitors  for  premiums  on 
pleasure,  draft  and  family  horses  and  roadsters,  should  be  required  io 
display  this  point. 

A  similar  remark  may  be  made  in  regard  to  the  ox.  It  is  not  his 
strength  alone  which  should  be  considered.  His  rapidity  of  movement 
enhances  his  value.  There  should  be  special  effort  to  encourage  this 
quality ;  and  why  should  there  not  be  a  wide-spread  interest  to  see  what 
yoke  of  oxen  will  the  quickest  walk  the  circuit  of  the  Society's  track  ? 

There  has  not  been  such  improvement  in  the  punctuality  of  the  various 
committees  as  to  require  no  further  allusion  to  the  subject.  If  any  one 
is  unable  to  attend  to  ^he  duty  assigned  to  him,  a  timely  notice  to  that 
effect  seems  due  tcythe  Society,  and  neglect  on  this  point  has  greatly  de- 
layed the  movements  and  marred  the  satisfaction  of  the  exhibition. 

It  is  hoped  that  unanimity  of  feeling  and  action  will  be  cherished  by  all 
the  members  of  this  Society,  and  that  they  will  long  continue  to  guard 
well  her  honor  and  prosperity.  To  this  end  may  we  pledge  anew  our 
fidelity  to  all  her  interests,  and  the  cause  of  agriculture.

To    THE    TkUSTEES    OF    THE    WoKCESTER    AGRICULTURAL    SoCIETY. 

The  Committee  of  Arrangements  having  closed  their  labors  for  the  year 
1865,  respectfully  submit  this,  their  annual  report,  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Trustees  and  the  Society. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  an  effort  was  made  by  the  officers  of  this 
Society,  and  others,  to  increase  its  list  of  members,  and  in  several  of  the 
towns  this  request  was  promptly  responded  to.  Fifteen  names  were  sent 
from  the  town  of  Webster,  and  yet  there  is  no  evidence  that  any  one  sac- 
rificed much  time  or  money  in  procuring  them  ;  thus  showing  that  a  little 
effort  on  the  part  of  each  member  would  soon  enable  the  Society  to  re- 
lieve itself  from  debt,  and  have  a  sufficient  amount  of  funds  for  all  needed 
improvements.  Had  all  the  towns  in  the  county  responded  as  Webster 
did,  more  than  $4000  would  have  been  added  to  the  treasury  in  a  single 
year.  This  statement  is  not  made  in  a  spirit  of  fault-finding  with  any 
particular  locality,  but  merely  to  show  what  might  be  done  by  way  of  ob- 
taining new  members,  without  loss  or  injury  to  any  one. 

The  exhibition  of  last  year  was  successful  and  satisfactory,  but  the  one 
of  this  year  far  exceeded  it  in  almost  every  respect. 

The  number  of  entries  was  much  larger  this  year,  and  the  stock  ex- 
hibited of  a  finer  quality,  as  will  be  seen  by  comparing  reports. 

The  display  of  Thoroughbred  Stock  was  exceedingly  fine  and  attract- 
ed much  attention,  as  it  was  known  that  several  of  the  competitors  had 
been  awarded  premiums  at  the  New  England  Fair  then  just  held  at  Con- 
cord, N.  H. 

The  exhibition  of  horses,  on  the  second  day,  attracted  a  large  con- 
course of  people,  to  witness  the  trial  of  speed  as  well  as  the  other  val- 
uable qualities  possessed  by  that  noble  animal. 
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The  weather  was  pleasant,  perfect  order  prevailed,  and  nothing  inter- 
vened to  mar  the  enjoyment  of  the  numerous  crowd  of  spectators. 

The  general  success  of  this  exhibition  is  indicated  by  the  receipts  which 
amounted,  on  the  first  day,  to  $676,  and  on  the  second  day  to  $1578. 
To  this  amount  may  be  added  $250  for  dinner  tickets,  and  for  grass, 
rents,  entry  fees,  &c.,  $100,  making  a  total  of  $2604. 

These  gratifying  results  are  not  claimed  as  being  produced  by  any  par- 
ticulor  person  or  persons,  but  great  credit  is  due  to  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Society,  for  their  united  efforts  in  making  the  exhibition  of 
this  year  interesting  and  profitable. 

The  Chairman  desires  herein  to  express  his  thanks  to  the  officers  of 
the  Society,  and  his  immediate  associates  upon  this  Committee,  for  the 
cordial  manner  in  which  they  have  united  with  him  their  efi'orts  in  behalf 
of  the  interests  of  the  Society.

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"Whoever  is  so  fortunate  as  to  become  Secretary  of  the  Worcester  Ag- 
ricultural Society  will  not  be  likely  to  find  much  time  to  make  an  elabo- 
rate report,  provided  he  is  engaged  in  any  other  business.  The  duties  of 
this  office  require  the  constant  attention  of  the  Secretary,  inasmuch  as  he 
is  liable  to  be  called  upon  at  any  time  during  the  year,  by  members  and 
officers  who  desire  to  transact  business,  or  make  inquiries  relative  thereto. 
I  do  not  mean  to  insinuate  that  the  Secretary  ought  to  devote  his  whole 
time  to  the  interests  of  the  Society,  but  that  he  cannot  be  absent  for  a 
week,  and  during  certain  portions  of  the  year,  for  a  day,  without  being 
liable  to  disappoint  persons  who  come  from  remote  parts  of  the  county 
on  special  business.  The  Secretary  ought  to  be  a  man  of  means  and 
leisure,  in  order  to  enable  him  to  peform  the  duties  without  embarrass- 
ment in  a  financial  point  of  view,  the  salary  being  but  fifty  dollars  per 
year,  and  the  labor  constantly  increasing, — the  entries  of  the  present  year 
being  nearly  double  what  they  were  a  year  ago. 

The  office  of  Treasurer  should  be  combined  with  that  of  Secretary,  as 
it  has  been  in  the  past,  and  is  to  be  the  coming  year.  Much  needless  la- 
bor will  be  avoided  by  this  arrangement,  as  it  saves  the  time  and  trouble 
of  writing  out  and  transmitting  certain  records  and  statements  from  one 
officer  to  the  other. 

The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  should  be  kept  in  office  for  a  series  of 
years,  thereby  becoming  familiar  with  their  duties  and  the  wants  of  the 
Society,  and  having  an  opportunity  to  correct  mistakes  rather  than  let 
them  pass  into  the  hands  of  another  to  be  repeated. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  I  considered  it  my  duty  to  decline  a  re-election, 
thereby  giving  the  Society  an  opportunity  to  elect  a  suitable  person  to  be 
Treasurer  and  Secretary,  which  has  been  accomplished. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  complaint  was  made  that  the  com- 
mittees and  others  having  duties  to  perform  were  not  notified  of  their 
appointment  by  the  former  Secretary,  but  I  find,  after  the  brief  experi- 
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ence  of  one  year,  that  tlie  Secretary  is  not  always  the  one  upon  whom  the 
blame  should  fall.  On  the  first  day  of  the  exhibition  of  the  present 
year  a  couple  of  gentlemen  came  into  the  Secretary's  office  under  "con- 
cern of  mind,"  stating  that  they  had  just  been  informed  that  they  were 
members  of  a  certain  committee,  but  that  they  had  never  been  notified  of 
their  appointment.  The  Secretary  quietly  informed  them  that  they  had 
been  twice  notified,  once  in  the  early  part  of  the  season,  and  a  second 
time  within  two  weeks.  One  of  these  gentlemen  found  a  printed  notice 
in  his  pocket,  and  the  other  finally  concluded  that  he  had  received  one. 

This  style  of  forgetting  and  then  shirking  the  responsibility  makes  it 
necessary  for  the  Secretary  to  know  what  duties  he  has  performed  in  or- 
der to  act  in  his  own  defence. 

Under  this  plea  of  "no  notice"  committees,  in  years  past,  have  been  in 
the  habit  of  being  absent  on  exhibition  day,  and  in  many  cases  no  reports 
have  been  made  ;  but  during  the  present  year  they  have  been  followed  to 
their  hiding  places,  as  the  published  reports  will  clearly  indicate.  There 
was  one  desperate  case,  however,  where  the  chairman  of  a  committee 
said  that  he  "did'nt  believe  in  shows  any  way,"  which  is  a  much  better 
excuse  than  "no  notice,"  as  it  requires  some  courage  to  make  so  broad 
a  statement. 

Previous  to  the  exhibition  the  President  made  an  effort  to  have  certain 
parties  contribute  the  use  of  a  steam  engine  for  the  purpose  of  operating 
any  machinery  that  might  be  presented,  but  the  committee  of  arrange- 
ments, failing  to  see  the  importance  of  the  mechanic  arts — the  very  life 
and  vitality  of  Worcester  County — did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  provide 
proper  accommodations,  and  the  enterprise  was  abandoned.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  other  place  or  opportunity  to  exhibit  the  mechan- 
ism of  Worcester  County,  I  think  the  President  ought  to  have  been  sus- 
tained in  his  efl'orts.  No  one  can  deny  but  what  the  ox,  the  horse  and 
the  steam  engine  have  their  appropriate  spheres,  but  the  latter  is  the 
most  perfect  type  of  the  age  in  which  we  live. 

The  printed  Transactions  of  this  year  are  more  complete  than  usual, 
though  some  of  the  committees  have  failed  to  elaborate  their  reports  ac- 
cording to  promise.  A  complete  revision  of  the  list  of  members  has  been 
made,  the  same  being  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  Trustees,  and  the  names 
now  stand  substantially  correct. 

In  closing  this  brief  and  hastily  written  report,  it  gives  me  great  pleas- 
use  to  refer  to  the  unanimity  with  which  the  officers  of  this  Society  have 
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transacted  their  business  during  the  year ;  and  I  feel  under  great  obliga- 
tions to  the  President,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Arrangements, 
and  alse  to  Hon.  D.  Waldo  Lincoln  and  0.  B.  Hadwen,  Esq.,  for  their 
generous  courtesy  and  wise  counsels.

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FARMING    AS    AN    ART. 

I  am  no  farmer.  What  I  say,  therefore,  will  not  have  the  influence  of 
personal  experience  to  sustain  it,  nor  the  authority  of  actual  farm  labor  on 
which  to  rest.  I  shall  deal  more  with  theory  than  practice,  and  discuss 
principles  rather  than  the  results  of  their  application. 

And  yet  I  am  not  wholly  dependant  on  ideals,  for  I  have  mowed  the 
grass  in  my  own  yard  and  dug  the  weeds  from  the  garden  as  a  kind  of 
preparation  for  my  work  to-day.  I  have  remembered  the  instruction  of 
one  of  old,  and  taken  "the  beam"  from  my  own  agricultural  eye,  and, 
standing  here  as  one  convicted  of  neglect  by  the  demoralized  condition  of 
**my  own  hired  house,"  I  present  fruits  "meet  for  repentance"  in  the 
thorough  application  of  hoe  and  spade.  Indulge  me  then  in  the  discus- 
sion of  theories,  for  it  is  an  old  adage  that  "every  one  must  be  good  for 
something"  and  having  acknowledged  my  want  of  practice  and  unfitness 
for  manual  application,  it  must  be  that  my  "forte"  is  theory  ;  in  other  words 
it  is  my  business  to  preach  that  other  people  may  practice.  Yet  remember 
that  theorizing  is  not  entirely  useless,  preaching  may  be  productive  of  good, 
and  by  the  discussion  of  ideals,  realities  grow  and  mature  their  fruit  in  the 
lives  of  earnest  men. 

I  wish  then  to  consider  as  the  subject  of  this  address,  ^* Farming  as  an 
Art  in  its  effects  upon  the  man."  It  may  be  that  some  practical  farmer, 
who  has  drawn  from  the  soil  through  many  years  of  hard  labor  the  bone 
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and  Binew  of  his  life,  and  has  faith  only  in  that  which  is  worked  out  in  hii 
own  experience,  may  set  down  my  words  as  visionary  and  vote  me  a  dream- 
er, but  there  are  those  who  believe  in  the  application  of  science  even  to  the 
use  of  spade  and  plow.  It  is  generally  being  believed  that  he  is  most  suc- 
cessful in  any  calling  who  enters  upon  his  work  understandingly,  and 
makes  every  influence  tell  in  favor  of  the  object  in  view.  Farming  was 
once  the  simple  tillage  of  the  soil,  simple  sowing  and  reaping,  planting 
and  hoeing, — in  other  words  the  mere  idea  of  living  and  making  money  on 
a  farm.  It  is  better  than  that  now.  True  men  expect  to  grow  rich,  to 
gather  influence,  to  gain  position  as  tillers  of  the  soil,  but  farming  has 
been  developed  into  an  art.  The  idea  is  not  simply  to  have  the  work 
done,  but  to  have  it  done  in  the  best  possible  manner,  not  simply  to  raise 
corn  and  wheat  and  cattle,  but  to  produce  that  quality  as  will  answer  best 
the  object  of  labor.     All  this  is  the  result  of  theory  carried  into  practice. 

Some  years  ago  when  farming  was  associated  only  with  hard  work, 
some  more  ambitious  than  the  rest  conceived  the  idea  of  Agricultural  So- 
cieties for  the  benefit  of  the  farmer.  Precisely  what  they  would  do  was 
not  known,  but  the  impression  was  that  by  a  mutual  interchange  of 
thought  and  the  discussion  of  varied  results,  good  would  come.  The  re- 
sult is  beyond  even  the  most  vivid  imagination,  and  the  art  of  farming  is 
regularly  taught  in  the  schools  created  for  the  purpose.  Fields  which  in 
other  times  could  hardly  support  the  scanty  crop  of  inferior  grains,  now 
bear  up  in  luxuriant  abundance  the  choicest  fruits,  the  most  valuable  ce- 
reals, or  blush  beneath  the  loveliest  flowers.  Swamp  and  hill  side,  gar- 
den and  lawn  stand  out  redeemed,  returning  to  the  cultivator  an  abundant 
harvest  of  all  he  chooses  to  entrust  to  their  care.  These  are  the  fruits 
of  the  Agricultural  Society,  the  effects  of  neighborly  interchange  of 
thought  and  friendly  competition.  Who,  in  looking  over  the  history  of 
farm  life  for  the  last  thirty  years  cannot  see  the  direct  influence  of  these 
things  in  the  improvement  not  only  of  farms,  but  of  farmers.  And  it  is 
the  result  of  theorizing. 

True  there  have  been  those  who  were  demonstrating  in  actual  experi- 
ence the  value  of  the  ideal,  but  the  thought  came  first,  the  work  af- 
terwards. It  is  the  man  who  uses  mind  as  well  as  body  that  accomplish- 
es most  in  any  calling.  A  thinking  farmer  is  an  agricultural  artist.  He 
holds  at  his  command  the  two  great  sources  of  wealth  and  power,  which 
give  position  not  only  to  the  man  but  to  the  Nation.  The  strength  of  a 
Nation  is  in  its  soil.     The  force  or  power  thereof  is  in  its  mind.     That 
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Nation  which  is  able  from  its  own  soil  to  produce  all  that  is  required  in 
the  support  of  material  life  is  resting  on  a  sure  foundation,  and  if  from 
this  there  shall  grow  up  an  intelligent  as  well  as  industrious  people,  and 
be  developed  such  a  process  of  thought  as  is  able  to  apply  the  means  of 
growth  thus  created,  it  will  be  in  the  possession  of  that  power  which  is 
competent  to  make  it  equal  to  any  in  the  world. 

The  agricultural  resources  constitute  the  funded  capital  of  a  Nation's 
life.  How  best  to  use  them  is  a  question  of  no  small  importance,  for  on 
it  turns  the  welfare  and  manhood  of  man.  It  is  not  a  question  of  roots 
and  grains,  of  flowers  and  fruit,  of  flocks  and  herds  alone,  that  is  con- 
nected with  the  ideal  of  agriculture,  it  touches  manhood  and  human  rights 
and  a  pure  democracy.  It  puts  a  seal  of  honor  and  respect  on  labor,  it 
answers  the  call  of  a  true  nobility  and  makes  man  the  master  rather  than 
the  slave.  These  issues  are  inevitably  connected.  That  farm  which  pro- 
duces the  best  roots  and  grains  will  be  found  to  produce  the  best  men, 
and  as  the  flocks  and  herds  improve  by  culture  and  breeding,  so  do  those 
who  own  them  become  enlarged  in  mind  and  influence.  It  is  no  diflicult 
thing  to  see  the  reason  of  this.  It  is  the  work  of  mind  on  matter,  the  re- 
sult of  intelligent  and  well  directed  labor,  and  every  time  a  man  thinks, 
he  grows  towards  a  truer  manhood.  It  matters  little  whether  his  thought 
be  applied  to  the  culivation  of  the  ground,  or  the  government  of  a  Na- 
tion, in  either  case  the  mind  of  the  thinker  expands,  and  a  man  of  power 
and  influence  is  as  readily  discerned  in  the  size  and  character  of  the  po- 
tatoes, or  cabbages,  or  corn  that  he  produces,  as  in  the  successful  adminis- 
tration of  government  and  law.  The  horse  he  drives,  the  cow  he  milks, 
the  sheep  he  shears,  or  the  hog  he  feeds  are  each  an  index  of  the  man. 
They  tell  with  an  almost  unmistakable  certainty  the  character  of  the 
owner. 

Every  eff'ort  one  makes  to  improve  that  with  which  he  has  to  do  re- 
turns in  full  eff'ect  upon  himself,  so  that  this  work  of  the  farmer  concerns 
not  alone  the  soil  and  its  capabilities,  but  also  the  man  and  his  position. 
You  see  these  specimens  of  farm  labor  collected  from  difi'erent  parts  of  the 
county,  and  you  congratulate  yourself  on  the  pleasure  thus  afforded,  and 
the  fact  that  from|the  rocky  soil  of  New  England  there  can  come  such  re- 
sults awakens  within  you  a  commendable  pride  for  your  native  town.  But 
do  you  stop  to  ijthink  j  what  these  things  are  ?  They  are  the  minds  of 
thinking  men  grown  up  through  the  soil. 

All  these|fruits  and  grains,  these  horseaj  and  cattle  are  the  products  of 
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the  art  of  farming.  They  come  by  virtue  of  improvement  in  seed,  in 
culture  and  in  growth.  They  give  indication  of  the  strength,  the  influ- 
ence, the  character  of  this  community.  But  good  as  these  things  are, 
they  are  not  the  full  measuse  of  what  can  be  done  in  this  direction.  We 
have  not  yet  reached  that  degree  of  perfection  in  agriculture  which  is  al- 
ready attained  in  the  Old  World,  and  which  in  this  is  calculated  to  draw 
from  the  soil  its  best  results.  The  art  of  farming  is  still  a  developing 
work.  How  best  to  accomplish  all  that  is  desired  is  still  open  for  discus- 
sion. Of  the  particular  modes  I  am  not  competent  to  judge.  These  are 
for  your  deliberation,  and  from  the  direction  in  which  the  current  of 
thought  seems  to  be  flowing,  from  the  influences  that  are  at  work  on  the 
minds  and  actions  of  men,  I  hesitate  not  to  say  that  we  are  gradually,  yet 
surely  approaching  the  best  rewards  of  the  agricultural  art.  And  I  re- 
joice in  this  prospect,  for  the  welfare  of  this  nation,  the  permanent  pros- 
perity of  our  government,  its  stability  at  home  and  its  influence  abroad, 
are  largely  dependent  upon  a  full  development  of  its  agricultural  power. 

Let  me  ask  your  attention  to  the  connection  between  good  farming  and 
good  government.  It  may  not  be  direct,  yet  it  is  easily  traced.  Whatever 
tends  towards  the  elevation  of  the  masses,  the  establishment  among  the 
people  of  independent  and  intelligent  manhood,  is  sure  to  make  an  im- 
pression for  good  upon  all  the  interests  and  institutions  with  which  that 
community  is  connected.  And  in  a  country  where  the  powers  of  govern- 
ment are  derived  from  the  people,  intelligence  is  an  indispensable  qualifi- 
cation. Now  admitting  as  we  all  must  that  agriculture  is,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be,  the  fundamental  work  of  this  nation,  it  follows  that  as  this 
branch  of  industry  shall  be  brought  to  perfection^  thereby  elevating  in 
mind  and  morals  the  character  of  the  agriculturist,  he,  representing  the 
great  mass  of  the  people,  will  exert  an  influence  at  once  progressive  and 
salutary.  It  has  been  the  record  of  all  history  that  the  power,  position 
and  influence  of  government  are  in  a  direct  ratio  with  the  character  of 
the  agricultural  interests.  True,  mechanics  and  manufactures  and  com- 
merce are  to  be  remembered  as  being  in  a  great  measure  the  index  of  a 
Nation's  wealth  and  capabilities,  but  they  are  so  because  they  point  back 
to  the  agricultural  resources  from  which  they  sprung. 

A  farmer  who  should  be  obliged  to  buy  his  daily  food,  who  could  not 
from  his  farm  supply  his  own  table,  would  be  considered  as  one  unworthy 
the  name,  and  his  influence  among  his  associates  would  be  not  worth  the 
mentioning.     And  so  too,  a  nation  that  could  not  from  its  own  resources 
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build  up  a  system  of  manufactures  and  commerce,  would  be  accounted 
only  as  a  servant  in  the  great  families  of  earth.  Then  who  would  not  be 
willing  to  admit  the  connection  between  good  farming  and  good  govern- 
ment ?  for  we  call  that  government  good  which  succeeds  in  lifting  a  peo- 
ple from  obscurity  to  honor,  and  making  its  name  to  be  regarded  in  the 
world. 

The  decline  of  the  old  Roman  Empire  began  with  its  disregard  of  ag- 
riculture. When  Rome  called  from  the  plow  her  leading  men  she  was 
strong  and  powerful.  When  agriculture  passed  into  the  hands  of  slaves, 
and  the  powers  of  government  were  drawn  from  an  indolent  nobility,  she 
degenerated  into  the  childhood  of  old  age. 

In  our  own  country  we  very  readily  recognize  the  necessity  of  individual 
liberty  and  intelligence  among  the  people,  and  what  is  more  likely  to 
awaken  thought,  and  stimulate  the  energies  of  men  than  the  pursuits  and 
processes  of  agriculture  ?  Men  living  in  large  cities  perform  the  dutiesof 
citizenship,  often  without  a  single  idea  of  their  meaning,  and  for  years 
they  continue  thus  because  there  is  nothing  in  what  they  do  to  awaken  in- 
telligent thought.  But  with  the  agriculturist  it  is  not  so.  The  products  of 
his  daily  toil  coming  in  direct  competition  with  those  around  him,  lay  upon 
him  the  necessity  of  being^  acquainted  with  the  best  modes  of  doing 
what  is  required.  And  thus  necessity,  by  virtue  of  the  laws  that  govern 
human  progress,  leads  him  from  the  tillage  of  the  soil  and  its  improve- 
ment, to  those  other  questions  which  pertain  to  the  relations  established 
between  man  and  man.  Thought  awakened  in  one  direction  will  spread 
itself  in  all  others,  and  the  man  who  best  prepares  himself  to  draw  from 
agriculture  its  richest  gains,  is,  by  the  very  nature  of  things,  making  him- 
self competent  to  discharge  intelligently  the  duties  which  belong  to  him 
as  a  citizen.  I  say  then,  that  so  long  as  the  agricultural  interests  of  this 
country  shall  continue  to  advance,  and  farmers  shall  be  found  striving  to 
secure  by  the  best  means  the  most  reliable  returns,  and  overcoming  with 
the  greatest  ease  the  worst  difficulties,  there  is  reason  for  faith  in  the  Na- 
tion's future  glory  and  honor. 

There  is  something  about  life  on  a  farm  that  is  calculated  to  develop 
both  mind  and  morals.  I  do  not  say  that  all  farmers  improve  their  advan- 
tages, for  there  are  drones  in  all  departments  of  life  labor.  And  it  will 
be  found  to  be  true  that  a  man  neglecting  opportunities,  will  be  insig- 
nificant and  contemptible  in  proportion  as  his  advantages  were  great. 
An  illiterate  farmer  is  of  all   men  the  most  unpromising  and  dull.     The 
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farmer  who  shuts  his  eyes  against  the  light  of  science,  who  clings  with  a 
desperate  love  for  the  forms  of  the  past,  is  the  best  specimen  of  a  fossil- 
ized man  that  the  world  can  produce.  If  you  want  to  measure  the 
strength  of  any  community  do  not  put  your  gauge  on  him  who  doubts  the 
utility  of  new  inventions  and  deprecates  the  influence  of  free  thought, 
for  he  lives  not  on  what  he  gives,  but  on  what  he  takes.  And  while  I  am 
willing  to  give  to  the  farmer  and  his  work  the  post  of  honor,  and  to  place 
in  his  hands  as  those  best  able  to  hold  them,  the  interests  which  concern 
the  greatest  good  of  the  nation,  do  not  suppose  that  therefore  this  occu- 
pation necessarily  makes  all  who  engage  in  it  large-hearted,  noble-minded 
and  liberal-souled.  This  is  asking  more  than  facts  will  answer.  I  do 
not  forget  that  I  am  addressing  those  who  till  the  soil,  yet  I  must  say  that 
while  the  legitimate  influence  of  your  work  is  such  as  will  make  you  the 
truest  representatives  of  a  perfected  manhood,  sometimes  the  work  is  an 
abortion,  and  bigotry  takes  the  place  of  intelligence. 

There  is  no  occupation  in  which  one  may  engage  that  necessarily  makes 
him  a  true  and  honest  man.  No  work,  or  theory,  or  principle,  or  truth  is  in 
and  of  itself  able  to  carry  a  man  into  an  honorable  manhood.  It  is  the  way 
in  which  he  shall  use  these  things  that  makes  him  true.  It  is  the  applica- 
tion of  their  teaching  in  the  thought  and  act,  that  secures  their  highest 
good.  A  man  may  profess  the  purest  principles  and  be  a  bigot,  may  en- 
gage in  the  most  commendable  work,  and  be  an  intolerant  sectarian.  So  that 
while  our  work  may  in  its  legitimate  tendency  lead  us  towards  that  which 
is  the  best  for  each  and  all,  still  let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  everything 
needs  the  inspiration  of  a  willing  soul,  and  the  baptism  of  a  generous 
and  untrameled  freedom,  before  it  can  bring  forth  its  full  fruits  in  the 
lives  of  men. 

If  your  are  willing  to  accept  these  principles  you  may  see  how  farming 
as  an  art  is  calculated  to  elevate  man,  to  give  him  honor,  to  make  him 
the  embodiment  of  all  that  is  truest  and  best  in  human  nature.  He  who 
learns  nothing  and  forgets  nothing  has  no  business  to  be  a  farmer.  Here 
as  much  as  anywhere  else  the  law  of  life  is  growth.  A  man's  mind,  like 
his  vegetables,  must  be  enlarged  if  he  would  hope  to  hold  his  place  and 
reap  the  full  reward  of  his  labor. 

But  the  question  may  come,  how  is  it  that  this  work  benefits  man  ? 
The  first  idea  is,  that  it  creates  an  increased  respect  for  labor. 

The  mere  fact  of  farming  has  no  particular  influence  in  this  direction, 
It  is  farming  reduced  to  an  art.     The  simple  fact  that  a  man  raises  corn 
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and  potatoes,  feeds  cattle,  horses  and  sheep  is  nothing  of  itself  worth 
talking  of,  and  no  man  gains  a  great  amount  of  credit  because  of  it. 
But  when  in  gatherings  like  these,  a  man  can  point  to  the  specimens  of 
farm  products,  and  say,  "by  such  and  such  a  process  I  obtained  these," 
there  is  an  honor  attached  thereto  because  they  give  indication  of  his  hav- 
ing applied  to  his  work,  the  principles  which  have  been  developed  in  his 
life  experience. 

I  can  imagine  somewhat  the  satisfaction  with  which  a  farmer  looks  up- 
on the  products  of  his  own  farm  as  they  are  compared  with  those  of  his 
neighbor,  and  if  pride  is  commendable  anywhere,  it  is  when  a  man  can 
say,  "with  my  own  hands  I  raised  these  things."  The  mere  idea  of  labor 
is  lost  behind  the  exhibition  of  what  it  produces,  and  thereby  the  respect 
which  is  given  to  success  becomes  a  mantle  for  the  hour  of  toil.  Now 
I  am  not  inclined  to  say  that  because  a  man  works  with  his  hands,  he  is 
therefore  entitled  to  honor  and  emolument ;  it  is  not  the  simple  fact  of 
labor  that  gives  a  man  position,  it  is  the  successful  issues  of  labor,  the 
grand  results  that  follow.  When  one  can  show  what  he  has  made,  can 
exhibit  what  he  has  produced,  then  it  is  that  labor  becomes  honorable. 
Many  a  man  works  with  unremitting  industry  from  day  to  day,  toils  on 
with  steady  hand  and  weary  limb,  yet  no  one  thinks  of  attaching  peculiar 
honor  thereto.  And  why  ?  Simply  because  the  effect  of  his  work  is 
lost  in  itself,  he  works  only  to  the  end  that  he  may  live,  he  shows  no  re- 
sults that  are  likely  to  arrest  the  attention  of  others.  Let  a  man  in  any 
calling  be  able  to  point  out  a  thing  in  which  other  men  are  interested,  a 
thing  that  pleases  the  eye,  or  gladdens  the  ear,  that  adds  in  any  manner 
to  the  welfare  or  happiness  of  others,  and  say,  "this  I  made,"  and  honor 
will  come  because  of  what  he  has  done.  It  is  in  this  way  that  the  art 
of  farming  adds  dignity  to  labor,  for  it  is  ever  stimulating  the  farmer  to 
show  better  results,  to  bring  forth  better  fruits. 

The  same  idea  is  manifested  in  the  other  branch  of  farm  results,  the  rais- 
ing of  cattle,  horses  and  hogs.  The  work  of  stock-raising  is  one  of  the 
most  pleasant  as  well  as  remunerative  of  all  the  efforts  of  the  farmer.  It 
is  farming  carried  one  step  beyond  the  soil,  but  in  that  step  the  moneyed 
interest  is  more  definitely  increased  than  in  any  which  precedes  it.  But 
it  is  not  the  profit  of  raising  stock  that  I  desire  to  consider,  but  rather 
the  influence  it  exerts  on  the  character  of  farm  life. 

The  true  farmer  asssimilates  himself,  more  or  less,  with  his  surround- 
ings.    And  as  these  are   good  or  bad  they  leave  a  corresponding  effect 
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upon  the  mind.  There  is  always  an  elevating  influence  growing  out  of 
favorable  ^rroundings.  Looking  upon  that  which  pleases  us  excites  a 
commendable  spirit,  and  he  is  the  happiest  man,  the  one  best  situated  to 
improve  upon  his  advantages,  who  has  around  him  the  finest  specimens  of 
nature  and  of  art.  He  who  is  careless  regarding  the  character  of  his  sur- 
roundings is  never  able  to  meet  the  demands  of  his  own  hope,  or  secure 
to  himself  the  benefits  of  his  position.  The  farmer  who  neglects  that 
branch  of  industry  pertaining  to  the  production  of  valuable  and  thorough- 
bred stock,  is  only  half  a  workman  after  all.  The  art  he  practices  cul- 
minates in  turning  vegetable  into  animal  life.  This  idea  is  to  be  regard- 
ed as  truth  in  two  directions  ;  the  influence  of  its  application  upon  his 
own  mind,  of  which  I  have  already  spoken,  and  the  material  view,  or  the 
raising  of  stock.  And  culminating  here,  the  natural  inference  is  that  its 
best  eff'ects  upon  the  operator  are  not  secured  until  this  end  is  reached. 
Then  if  the  results  in  the  art  of  vegetation  and  growth  of  fruit  and  roots 
and  grains,  are  in  their  influence  calculated  to  add  respect  and  dignity  to 
the  labor  producing  them  ;  how  much  more,  when  those  results  are  made 
to  accomplish  still  higher  ends,  will  the  influence  thereof  give  exalted 
name  to  the  producer  ?  There  is  more  than  a  simple  idea  of  satisfaction 
in  the  ownership  of  good  horses,  sheep  and  cattle.  I  wish  to  put  pecu- 
liar emphasis  upon  this  qualification  of  good ;  for  poor,  ungainly  and  in- 
ferior stock  is  a  disgrace  to  its  owner,  and,  like  old  hats  in  the  window, 
give  evidence  of  demoralization  and  neglect.  But  to  see  a  farm  well 
stocked  with  the  best  breeds,  those  best  adapted  to  the  use  for  which  they 
are  designed,  is  an  evidence  of  reliable  character  in  him  who  owns  them. 
They  do  much  towards  giving  a  dignity  to  his  calling,  and  increasing  the 
respect  which  the  world  will  give  to  his  labor.  Look,  for  instance,  at  the 
horse,  the  noblest  animal  which  a  man  can  have.  The  very  fact  that  on 
his  farm  he  raises  such  as  will  command  a  premium  in  any  exhibition, 
gives  to  his  name  an  influence  which  is  felt  in  the  community.  With  his 
own  hands  they  have  been  trained  and  developed,  fed  and  cared  for,  yet 
the  results  he  can  show  challenge  the  admiration  of  all,  and  to  him  is  ac- 
corded the  honors  of  his  toil. 

If  there  be  one  thing  which  above  all  others  is  indicative  of  thrifty  and 
successful  farming,  it  is  that  on  the  pasture  lands  and  in  the  stables  there- 
of, are  to  be  seen,  the  cow  that  possesses  the  qualities  which  make  her  de- 
sirable ;  the  sheep  whose  fleece  can  command  the  best  market,  and  the 
horse  that  can  do  his  work  without  the  assistance  of  whip  or  spur.     I  am 
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willing  to  admit  my  inability  to  discern  all  the  good  points  of  horse,  or 
cow,  but  I  never  visit  a  farm  without  taking  a  look  at  the  live  stock  there- 
on, under  the  impression  that  the  best  index  of  a  farmer's  ability  is  to  be 
seen  there.  In  this  view  of  the  farm  life  I  always  have  a  desire  of  being  a 
farmer. 

I  know  that  the  ownership  of  horses  is  not  confined  to' farm  life,  but  the 
mere  fact  of  owning  a  horse  that  some  other  man  has  raised  is  not  the 
full  degree  of  proprietorship.  There  is  a  satisfaction  even  in  this,  and  if 
envy  were  allowable  anywhere,  I  think  I  should  indulge  a  little  when  I 
look  on  these  fine  horses,  and  remember  that  there  is  none  that  I  can  call 
mine.  True  it  is  sometimes  thought  unsuited  to  my  profession,  and 
somewhat  incompatible  with  my  calling,  to  indulge  in  such  things,  but  be 
this  as  it  may,  it  is  only  a  question  of  finance  that  prevents  me  from 
driving  one  that  could  make  his  mile  inside  of  2.32. 

In  such  an  ownership,  however,  we  have  the  honor  only  of  second- 
hand. It  is  to  the  farmer  that  the  credit  belongs,  for  on  the  farm  they 
are  raised.  Now  all  these  things  unite  in  giving  respect  to  labor,  for  well 
we  know, — although  we  may  lose  sight  of  it  in  its  results, — that  labor  is 
the  means  by  which  they  come.  Let  it  be  understood,  however,  that  this 
supposes  the  man  to  be  a  true  farmer,  not  one  who  simply  owns  land,  but 
one  who  in  addition  to  this,  cultivates  it. 

But  not  only  does  farming  benefit  man  through  an  increased  respect  for 
labor,  but  it  awakens  within  him  an  idea  of  indepe7idence  and  manhood. 
He  who  has  succeeded  in  bringing  his  farm  up  to  the  highest  point  of 
cultivation,  thereby  making  it  able  to  return  to  him  a  full  and  rich  reward 
for  all  his  toil,  is  possessed  not  only  of  the  tangible  evidences  of  suc- 
cess, but  holds  in  his  hand  the  key  to  future  good.  He  has  the  means 
of  supplying  what  others  want,  and  comes  naturally  into  the  rank  of  ben- 
efactor. True,  avarice  and  cupidity  may  be  excited  thereby,  but  these 
come  by  perversion,  rather  than  by  natural  eifect.  I  am  speaking  of  le- 
gitimate consequences,  and  these  are  on  the  side  of  honesty  and  true 
manliness.  The  earth  yields  abundantly,  returns  in  full  measure,  and, 
taking  from  her  storehouse  the  good  things  of  life,  a  man  feels  the  influ- 
ence of  generosity  working  on  his  soul,  and,  standing  up  in  the  integrity 
of  his  own  character  is  made  to  realize  that  honor  and  honesty  are  es- 
sential to  the  establishment  of  an  independent  manhood. 

There  are  lessons  in  farm  life  which  are  heard  and  heeded  much  more 
frequently  than  we,  who  are  far  removed  therefrom,  are  inclined  to  ad- 
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mit.  The  extortions  practiced  upon  us  come  from  other  hands  than  theirs. 
Could  we  dispense  with  the  host  of  dealers  who  stand  ready  to  accommo- 
date us  for  a  price,  and  deal  directly  with  the  producer,  there  would  be  but 
little  cause  of  complaint  regarding  the  greediness  of  the  farmer.  I  refer  to 
the  farmer  who  has  brought  his  work  to  an  art,  who  has  improved  all  his 
opportunities  and  made  his  land  productive  of  the  best  results.  It  is 
necessary  that  this  idea  be  kept  in  view,  for  a  poor  farmer,  getting  from 
land  already  worn  out,  but  a  small  and  inferior  crop,  naturally  grows  into 
the  same  condition  as  his  farm.  We  could  not  expect  from  such,  either 
generosity,  independence,  or  manhood. 

To  receive  the  full  benefits  of  farm  life,  it  must  be  carried  to  that  de- 
gree of  perfection,  as  will  place  it  by  the  side  of  those  labors  wherein  man 
shows  most  effectually  the  exalted  powers  which  belong  to  his  nature.  It 
is  when  what  he  has  to  do  is  done  in  the  best  possible  manner,  that  man 
is  benefited  by  his  work. 

There  are  other  ways  in  which  the  art  of  farming  may  benefit  man,  such 
as  are  connected  with  educational  interests,  and  link  the  discoveries  of 
science  with  the  hand  of  toil,  but  time  will  forbid  their  discussion  now. 
Let  me  call  your  attention  to  a  few  lessons  and  suggestions  that  seem  to 
grow  out  of  the  subject,  and  come  up  for  our  recognition.  The  reduction 
of  farming  to  an  art  by  which  all  these  advantages  are  to  come,  necessi- 
tates first,  a  personal  supervision  and  individual  interest  in  the  work.  No 
man  can  be  successful  in  this  or  any  other  calling,  unless  he  attends  to  his 
own  business  at  the  time  it  needs  attention.  To  see  the  work  on  a  farm 
dragging  along  from  day  to  day,  the  things  which  should  have  been  done 
in  February  and  March,  still  undone  in  April  and  May,  is  good  evidence 
that  that  man  has  mistaken  his  calling.  Or  to  leave  all  these  things  in 
the  hands  of  those  hired  for  the  purpose,  while  the  owner  enjoys  his  daily 
ride,  is  fair  indication  of  his  being  above  his  business,  which  in  due  time 
will  bring  his  failure.  The  art  of  farming  is  to  produce  the  best  results 
when  all  the  circumstances  are  taken  into  account.  It  is  not  the  manage- 
ment of  a  large  farm,  the  raising  of  much  produce,  but  more  the  perfec- 
tion of  means  to  ends,  the  bringing  up  to  its  highest  development  every 
acre  and  rod  of  land.  To  secure  this  the  farms  should  be  small.  A  few 
acres  well  cultivated  will  produce  more  than  double  the  number  with  less 
care.  Our  farmers  often  make  a  mistake  in  this  regard.  If  the  work 
put  on  a  hundred  acres  were  to  be  applied  to  forty,  the  returns  would  in- 
crease much  beyond  the  extra  tillage,  and  the  farmer  would  find  that  be- 
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yond  a  certain  amount,  capital  invested  in  the  improvement  of  what  he  had, 
paid  a  better  interest  than  when  laying  only  in  land.  The  pride  of  the 
farmer  should  be  not  the  number,  but  the  production  of  his  acres.  Large 
farms  and  empty  barns  are  not  impossible  companions. 

There  are  farms  even  in  Worcester  County  whose  owners  would  grow 
in  wealth  and  respectability,  by  selling  one-half  and  putting  the  proceeds 
into  the  other  half  Is  this  visionary  ?  If  there  is  anything  to  be  learned 
by  observation  it  is  not,  for  where  were  these  things,  which  you  bring  as 
specimens  of  your  work,  raised  ?  On  the  piece  of  land  that  was  made 
capable  of  doing  it.  How  many  acres  have  you  that  would  do  the  same  ? 
That  is  the  idea  to  which  the  art  of  farming  looks  forward — to  make  the 
whole  do  what  you  here  demonstrate  that  a  part  can  do.  When  that  shall 
be  accomplished  the  object  of  these  exhibitions  will  be  reached,  and  ag- 
riculture be  an  art,  than  which  the  world  will  not  produce  a  higher,  or 
one  more  honorable  and  true. 

The  next  suggestion  I  draw  from  this  subject,  is  one  of  public  as  well 
as  private  interest,  and  pertains  to  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the 
country.  Farming  thus  considered  is  an  essential  element  of  freedom. 
Let  the  agricultural  resources  of  this  country  be  fully  developed,  with  the 
land  holder  directly  interested  in  the  production  of  the  largest  results, 
and  the  vexing  question  of  political  life  which  is  now  exercising  the 
minds  of  men,  will  be  settled  on  the  side  of  justice  and  freedom.  This 
branch  of  industry  throws  off  an  atmosphere  of  liberty,  and  in  the  very 
nature  of  things  establishes  a  true  and  unadulterated  democracy.  It  lev- 
els humanity  up  to  the  standard  which  makes  each  man  a  contributor  to 
the  common  good. 

The  system  of  labor  which  in  former  years  held  control  of  the  southern 
portion  of  our  country,  stood  as  a  barrier  against  the  elevating  tendencies 
of  agriculture.  That  being  ended,  and  labor  rising  to  the  dignity  of  cap- 
ital for  which  a  price  must  be  paid,  the  way  is  opened  for  the  introduction 
of  those  improvements,  which  in  the  north,  have  been  found  so  advanta- 
geous in  the  process  of  agricultural  art.  Let  emigration  now  turn  its 
tide  southward,  carrying  with  it  the  principles  of  life  which  are  here  cul- 
minating in  the  highest  ideas  of  an  independent  manhood,  and  the  great 
question  of  human  rights  and  social  position,  will  be  answered  by  the 
voices  and  the  votes  of  free  and  thinking  men. 

The  redemption  of  this  Nation  from  the  evil  that  has  so  long  been  rest- 
ing upon  it,  is  to  be  accomplished  by,  and  through  the  more  perfect  devel- 
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opment  of  its  soil.  That  old  influence  has  worn  down  its  producing  qual- 
ities, has  degenerated  its  moral  power,  and,  as  was  the  experience  of 
the  unfortunate  man  of  old  who  fell  among  thieves,  has  stripped  it  of  its 
raiment  leaving  it  half  dead.  Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  earnest  and  patri- 
otic men,  the  curse  removed,  the  thieves  have  been  taken  and  exe- 
cuted ;  now  let  the  hand  of  agriculture  pour  in  the  oil  of  industry,  and 
prescribe  the  wine  of  deep  and  thorough  culture,  and  the  dead  shall  rise 
to  life  again  ;  rise  purified  and  redeemed,  saying  with  the  voice  of  free- 
dom, ''^Henceforth  and  forever  the  hand  of  the  laborer  shall  hold  the  sceptre 
of  powers 

A  new  era  opens  before  the  agriculturist  in  the  peace  that  now  spreads 
its  mantle  over  the  land.  The  partition  wall  has  been  broken  down  by 
the  blood  of  sacrifice  and  the  resistless  march  of  war  ;  the  time  for  enter- 
ing in  through  the  gates  has  come,  and  the  way  in  which  the  full  security 
for  the  future  may  be  obtained,  is  not  by  word  and  form,  "resolving" 
how  it  should  be,  but  on  the  ground,  by  deed  and  act,  showing  how  to  do  it. 
It  is  the  work  of  the  agriculturist  as  much  as  of  the  statesman,  and  a 
complete  regeneration  will  never  come,  until  those  broad  and  inviting 
fields  shall  be  tilled  by  the  hand  of  industry,  and  men  who  know  the 
meaning  and  the  worth  of  freedom  shall  drop  the  ballot  on  election  day. 
The  old  ideas  of  caste  and  aristocracy  must  be  rooted  out,  and  the  purer 
principles  of  interested  labor  and  individual  liberty  be  planted  in.  And 
how  shall  this  be  done  ?  By  taking  the  principles  which  are  applied  to 
the  art  of  agriculture  here,  and  putting  them  in  practice  there.  In  short, 
by  working  northern  ideas  into  southern  soil.  This  do,  and  the  Nation 
shall  live. 

Thus  have  I  given  you  my  word  regarding  farming  as  an  art,  the  influ- 
ence it  brings  to  bear  upon  man,  and  the  lessons  it  presents  for  his  ac- 
ceptance. I  know  my  words  lack  the  force  of  actual  experience,  but  ob- 
servation is  not  an  unprofitable  teacher,  and  if  you  shall  go  home  with  a 
single  desire  to  make  your  labor  still  more  productive,  and  to  cultivate 
mind  as  well  as  soil,  thereby  bringing  the  influences  of  an  enlarged  un- 
derstanding to  bear  upon  the  theories  you  shall  put  in  practice,  our  meet- 
ing to-day  will  not  have  been  in  vain. 

I  cannot  however  allow  this  occasion  to  pass  without  a  word  regarding 
those  who,  from  the  ranks  of  agricultural  life  have  stood  as  the  Nation's 
breastwork  through  our  civil  war.  Now  that  the  smoke  of  battle  has 
cleared  away  and  the  blue  sky  of  peace  returns,  we  are  able  to  count  the 
cost  of  our  sacrifice  and  realize  the  glory  of  our   gain.     For  those  who 
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have  fallen,  oar  memory  shall  be  ever  green.  To  those  who  return,  we 
extend  the  hand  of  hearty  welcome,  and  together  rejoice  in  the  hope  of 
the  future.  Let  their  names  be  written  on  the  roll  of  honor,  they  are 
our  country's  bravest  men,  and  by  the  memory  we  bear  the  dead  ;  by 
the  respect  we  accordHo  the  living ;  by  the  knowledge  we  have  of  the 
deep  and  terrible  struggle  of  the  past ;  by  the  hope  we  possess  of  a  bright 
and  more  glorious  future,  let  us  swear  with  uplifted  hand,  that  henceforth 
this  land  shall  be  consecrated  to  freedom,  and  the  rights  for  which  our 
fathers  fought,  and  for  the  full  perfection  of  which  we  have  been  com- 
pelled *'to  pass  through  the  cloud  and  under  the  sea,"  shall  now  be  given 
to  every  man  who  lives  beneath  the  starry  flag. 

Then  shall  our  sacrifice  not  have  been  in  vain,  then  shall  Pacific  an- 
swer to  Atlantic  coast,  and  gulf  to  lake,  for  the  justice  and  the  manhood 
and  the  liberty  of  all  the  land.  Then  shall  agriculture  exert  its  full  in- 
fluence, moderating  and  tranquilizing  all  false  ambitions,  healing  all  sec- 
tional animosities  and  affording  a  noble  arena  for  honorable  rivalry.  To 
this  end  may  we  labor,  and  while  with  steady  hand  we  work  out  the  theories 
of  the  highest  agricultural  art,  may  we  not  forget  the  lessons  that  have 
been  woven  into  the  life  of  the  past.  Let  it  never  be  forgotten  that  the 
wealth,  the  power  and  the  influence  of  this  Nation  amid  the  families  of 
the  earth,  are  in  an  especial  manner  ;  dependent  on  the  full  development  of 
her  agricultural  resources  ;  for,  notwithstanding  our  increase  in  manufac- 
turing and  commercial  interests ;  notwithstanding  the  very  great  impetus 
which  these  things  will  receive,  now  that  the  embargo  of  war  has  been  re- 
moved; still  we  are,  and  must  ever  be,  an  agricultural  people.  The  soil, 
climate  and  institutions  of  the  country,  the  habits  and  character  of  the 
people  all  fit  us  for  the  work,  and  our  highest  good  lies  in  that  direction 
which  shall  stimulate  us,  as  individuals,  as  societies,  and  as  a  Nation,  to 
perfect  in  the  fullest  possible  manner,  the  means  by  which  it  may  be  carried 
forward. 

When  the  time  shall  come  in  which,  from  Maine  to  Florida,  and  from 
sea  to  sea,  the  soil  shall  be  worked  by  free  and  willing  hands,  and  in  gath- 
erings like  this  we  celebrate  here,  men  shall  exhibit  year  by  year  the  pro- 
ducts of  their  own  labor,  and  the  evidences  of  their  own  skill,  then  will 
this  Nation  be  powerful ;  and,  rooting  out,  by  the  processes  of  thought  and 
theory,  of  application  and  practice,  all  the  destructive  tendencies  and 
noxious  influences  either  of  civil,  social  or  material  life,  she  shall  fortify 
herself  against  all  decay ;  and  become,  what  the  capabilities  of  her  nature 
are  ever  predicting : — Fiest  and  foremost  in  the  aets  op  Peace, 
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Article  1.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  members  of  the 
Society,  and  citizens  of  the  County  at  the  time  of  their  election,  and 
shall  consist  of  a  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  Treasurer,  Recording 
Secretary — who  shall  be  Librarian  of  the  Society,  and  a  Corresponding 
Secretary  ;  all  of  whom  shall  be,  ex  officiis.  Trustees  of  the  Society  ;  and 
in  addition  thereto,  not  less  than  fifty,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  other  trustees,  (the  precise  number  to  be  determined  at  each 
Annual  Meeting,  before  proceeding  to  a  choice)  and  of  whom  not  more 
than  one-fifth  shall  be  elected  from  any  one  town.  All  the  aforenamed 
officers  shall  be  annually  elected,  and  the  President  shall  not  be  eligible 
lo  the  office  more  than  two  years  in  succession.  The  term  of  office  shall 
commence  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January  next  after  the  annual  elec- 
tion in  each  year,  and  terminate  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  January  in 
the  succeeding  year,  or  until  their  successors  in  office  shall  be  elected. 
The  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  be  determined  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast. 

Article  2.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  for  the  choice  of 
officers  and  transaction  of  business,  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Wednesday 
of  October  in  each  year,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  in  the  Society's  hall,  in 
the  city  of  Worcester;  and  previous  notice  of  such  meeting  shall  be 
given  by  the  Recording  Secretary,  in  at  least  two  weekly  newspapers 
published  in  said  city,  (if  so  many  there  shall  be,)  the  first  publication  to 
be  at  least  fourteen  days  before  the  day  of  meeting  ;  and  also,  in  at  least 
two  daily  papers  in  said  city,  (if  so  many  are  published.)  three  days  next 
immediately  preceding  said  day.  And  if  any  person  chosen  at  the  annu- 
al meeting  to  either  of  the  offices  of  President,  Vice  President,  Secretary 
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or  Treasurer,  shall,  after  said  meeting,  and  previous  to  the  commence- 
ment of  his  term  of  office,  decline  his  election,  or  remove  from  the  county, 
or  decease,  a  new  election  to  such  office  shall  be  had  by  the  Society,  at  a 
meeting  to  be  called  for  that  purpose  by  the  acting  President  of  the  So- 
ciety. In  the  choice  of  officers,  the  presence  of  twenty  members,  and  for 
the  transaction  of  other  business,  of  twelve  members,  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  of  the  Society.  And  for  the  completion  of  business,  at  any 
annual  or  other  meeting  of  the  Society,  the  said  meeting  may  be  ad- 
journed, when  necessary,  to  such  time,  and  at  such  place,  as  a  majority 
of  the  members  present  shall  determine. 

Article  3.  Any  person  of  good  moral  character  may  become  a 
member  of  the  Society,  by  paying  Five  Dollars  into  the  treasury  of  the 
Society,  and  thereupon  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Treasurer  the 
Society's  Diploma  of  membership. 

Article  4.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Society,  or  of  the  Trustees,  the 
President,  or  in  his  absence,  the  senior  Vice  President  present,  shall  pre- 
side ;  and  if  the  President  and  both  the  Vice  Presidents  be  absent,  the 
members  present  may  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  preside  at  such 
meeting. 

Article  5.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  from  the  county,  either 
of  the  Vice  Presidents,  with  the  advice  of  two  of  the  Trustees,  may  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Society.  And  whenever  twenty  jnembers  shall 
in  writing  addressed  to  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  from  the  county, 
to  either  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  stating  the  reasons  therefor,  and  the 
matter  proposed  to  be  acted  upon,  request  it,  such  meeting  shall  be  called, 
by  publishing  notice  thereof  in  one  or  more  of  the  daily  newspapers 
printed  in  said  city  of  Worcester,  for  five  successive  days  of  publication 
next  preceding  the  time  appointed  for  said  meeting.  And  notice  for  all 
meetings  of  the  Society  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  objects  of  such 
meetings. 

Article  6.  The  Trustees  shall  have  the  general  supervision,  direc- 
tion, and  care  of  the  property,  interests,  and  concerns  of  the  Society,  in 
the  intervals  between  its  meetings,  subject  always,  however,  to  its  control. 
They  shall  propose  such  objects  of  improvement  to  the  attention  of  the 
public,  publish  such  communications,  and  offer  premiums  in  such  form, 
and  to  such  amount,  as  they  shall  think  proper,  provided  the  whole  sum 
proposed  in  premiums,  in  any  one  year,  shall  not  exceed  the  estimated 
net  income  of  the  society  for  that  year,  together  with  any  donations  which 
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may  be  expressly  made  for  that  purpose.  And  they  shall  annually  ap- 
point not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  twelve  members  of  the  Society, 
to  be  a  Committee  of  Arrangements  for  the  annual  exhibition,  which 
Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  Society, 
under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Trustees  ;  and  they  shall  keep  a 
record  of  their  doings,  and  make  a  report  of  the  same  to  the  Trustees  at 
their  next  meeting  after  such  exhibition  ;  and  the  Trustees  shall  lay  before 
the  Society,  at  each  of  its  annual  meetings,  a  statement  of  their  own 
proceedings  and  of  the  communications  made  to  them. 

Article  7.  The  Trustees  shall  hold  their  first  meeting  in  each  year, 
at  such  place  in  the  city  of  Worcester,  and  on  such  day  in  the  month  of 
January,  as  the  President  may  appoint,  and  all  other  meetings  at  such 
times  and  places  as  they  may  agree  upon.  And  the  President,  or  in  his 
absence  from  the  county,  either  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  may  call  special 
meetings  of  the  Board,  whenever  business  and  the  interests  of  the  Society, 
in  his  judgement,  may  require.  Seven  Trustees,  with  the  Presiding  Ofii- 
cer,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  doing  business.  The  Trustees,  in  their 
discretion,  may  appoint  delegates  to  attend  the  exhibitions  of  other 
societies. 

Article  8.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  make  record  of  all  the 
votes  and  official  proceedings  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  Trustees,  in  sepa- 
rate books  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose  ;  and  also,  shall  record  all  such 
communications  as  the  Society,  or  the  Trustees,  may  specially  direct. 
He  shall  seasonably  notify  all  officers  and  committees  of  the  Society,  of 
their  election  or  appointment,  and  shall  make  and  enter  upon  the  records 
of  the  Trustees,  an  abstract  of  the  reports  of  the  committees  of  pre 
miums,  fully  exhibiting  in  its  appropriate  class  the  object  for  which  the 
premiums,  or  any  gratuities  were  awarded,  the  amount  of  such  premiums 
or  gratuities,  and  the  persons  respectively  to  whom  they  were  adjudged. 
And  the  annual  return  required  by  law  to  be  made  to  the  government  of 
the  State  shall  substantially  correspond  with  such  abstract.  The  Record- 
ing Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  Library  of  the  Society,  subject  to 
the  instructions  of  the  Trustees  in  the  care  and  management  thereof. 

Article  9.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  write  all  letters  appro- 
priate to  the  duties  of  his  office,  which  relate  to  the  business  of  the  So- 
ciety, and  answer  all  such  letters  and  communications  to  the  Society,  as 
from  time  to  time  the  Society  or  Trustees  may  direct. 

Article  10.     The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  receive   all  monies  due 
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and  payable  to  the  Society,  and  all  donations  made  to  it,  and  shall  give 
receipts  therefor,  and  shall  promptly  enter  the  same  in  a  book  of  accounts, 
to  be  by  him  kept  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  also,  from  time  to  time, 
pay  out  all  such  sums  of  money  from  the  Treasury,  as  may  be  ordered 
by  a  vote  of  the  Society,  or  of  the  Trustees,  or  upon  such  bills  against 
the  Society  for  authorized  services  as  shall  be  duly  approved  and  certi- 
fied by  the  President,  or  any  committee  having  authority  to  contract  such 
bills,  or  order  such  services.  He  shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  the 
sums  paid  for  admission  to  membership  of  the  Society,  and  at  least  three 
days  previous  to  the  annual  meeting  in  each  year,  transmit  a  certificate  of 
the  names  of  the  persons  so  admitted,  with  the  place  of  their  residence, 
and  the  amount  received  to  the  Recording  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall 
thereupon  become  to  record  the  same  on  the  books  of  the  Society,  in  such 
appropriate  place  and  manner,  that  the  names  may  readily  be  added  to 
the  roll  of  its  members.  The  books  of  the  Treasurer  shall  at  all  times 
be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  President,  or  any  committee  of  the 
Society,  or  of  the  Trustees.  And  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in 
each  year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  may  be  required,  he  shall  render  a  full 
and  true  account  to  the  Society,  of  all  receipts  and  payments  during  the 
year,  from  the  date  of  the  last  annual  account,  and  of  all  outstanding 
debts  and  credits  with  an  exhibit  of  the  state  of  the  treasury,  and  gen- 
erally the  condition  of  the  Society's  funds,  property,  and  pecuniary  inter- 
ests. And  the  Treasurer  shall  give  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
trust,  in  such  sum  and  with  such  suretyship  as  the  Trustees  may  require. 

Article  11.  A  committee  shall  be  chosen  annually  to  audit  the 
Treasurer's  accounts,  and  report  thereon  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of 
the  Society.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  examine  the 
Treasurer's  books,  and  also  the  books  of  the  Recording  Secretary,  and 
see  that  the  same  are  kept  in  a  proper  manner,  and  in  conformity  with 
the  requirements  in  the  foregoing  articles.  The  report  of  the  committee 
being  accepted,  shall  be  entered  at  large,  in  the  book  of  records  of  the 
doings  of  the  Society. 

Article  12.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  incapacity,  or  removal 
from  the  county  of  either  of  the  Secretaries  or  Treasurer,  the  Trustees 
may  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  take  charge  of  the  books,  papers, 
and  effects  belonging  to  the  office  which  may  be  thus  vacated,  and  give 
receipts  therefor  ;  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  discharge  all  the 
duties  of  said  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Society,  when  a  new 
election  to  the  office  shall  be  had. 
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Article  13.  The  several  committees  on  premiums  at  the  annual  ex- 
hibition, shall  be  composed  of  members  of  the  Society,  and  shall  be  ap- 
pointed annually  by  the  Trustees :  Provided,  however,  the  Trustees  may 
authorize  the  committees  so  appointed,  respectively,  or  the  Committee  of 
Arrangements,  to  fill  any  vacancy  which  maybe  found  to  exist  on  the  days 
of  exhibition.  The  committees  shall  make  their  reports  at  such  time  and 
place  on  the  days  of  exhibition  as  the  Trustees  shall  appoint,  and  all 
questions  in  regard  to  contested  premiums  shall  be  subject  to  the  decision 
of  the  Trustees,  whose  judgment  shall  be  final  thereon. 

Article  14.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  be  present  at  the  hall  of 
the  Society,  on  the  day  preceding  the  Cattle  Show  and  exhibition  in  each 
year,  from  9  to  12  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  from  2  to  9  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  on 
each  day  of  exhibition  from  9  to  12  A.  M.,  and  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
first  day  of  exhibition  from  2  to  9  o'clock,  for  the  purpose  of  making  en- 
tries of  all  stock  and  articles  offered  for  premium  or  exhibition,  and  for 
the  performance  of  such  other  service  incidental  to  the  occasion,  and  ap- 
propriate to  his  office,  as  may  be  required. 

Article  15.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  in  a  separate  book 
for  that  purpose,  a  record  list  of  all  the  members  of  the  Society,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  record  of  the  certificate  of  admission,  from  time  to  time  made 
to  him  by  the  Treasurer. 

Article  16.  The  Trustees  shall  annually  cause  to  be  published,  for 
the  use  of  the  members,  an  abstract  of  the  Treasurer's  report,  and  a  list 
of  the  officers  of  the  Society,  and  as  often  as  once  in  five  years,  a  cor- 
rected list  of  the  members  of  the  Society. 

Article  17.  The  salary  of  the  Recording  Secretary  shall  be  Fifty 
Dollars  annually,  and  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  Twenty-five 
Dollars  annually. 

Article  18.  The  foregoing  articles  may  be  amended,  added  to,  or 
repealed,  on  a  proposition  therefor  in  writing,  signed  by  at  least  fifteen 
members  of  the  Society,  and  referred  to  a  committee  for  consideration 
and  a  report  thereon,  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society ;  and  afterwards  con- 
sidered and  acted  upon  at  an  adjournment  of  said  meeting,  or  at  any  sub- 
sequent meeting  of  the  Society,  in  either  case,  not  to  be  held  within  four- 
teen days  next  after  the  presentation  and  reference  of  said  proposition. 

Article  19.  These  articles  shall  take  effect,  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  their  adoption  by  a  vote  of  the  Society.  And  thereupon  all  pre- 
existing by-laws  of  the  Society  shall  become  null  and  void,  and  be  of  no 
effect.
